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‘Archeology Class 


Finds Indian Relics 


| Eleven members of the Introduc- 
| tion to Archeology class joined Dr. 
| Reeve last Saturday in preliminary 
‘exploration of an Indian mound 
near Guinda, California.The mound, 
| approximately 300 x 400 feet, was 
| surveyed, and several test pits were 
dug, revealing evidences of a long 
| period of habitation before the first 
appearance of whites in this Capay 
| Valley region. Typical artifacts re- 
leovered included several types of 
| beads, mortars and pestles, bone 
lawls, obsidian arrow points and 
|spear points, and shell ornaments. 
| There is also evidence of the for- 
|mer existence of a large ceremon- 
| jal house on one edge of the mound. 
| The name of the Indians of this 
| village, according to local ranchers 
in the area, was Suyadihi, a branch 
of the large Wintun group. 

Members of the class who worked 
jon the mound were Joseph Helle, 
Clifford Curtice, Gerald Nash, Rob- 
ert Wallace, Richard Todd, Ernie 
Jones, William Klein, Hilda Gillim, 
Jack Ervine, Pat Bowes and Sigis- 
mund Zachweija, The mound was 
surveyed and mapped by Newton 
Grout and Larry Kessmeyer, stu- 
dents of Mr. Lillie’s junior college 
class in engineering.

John MéCants, who kindly gave 
permission to excavate. It is ex- 
pected that further exploration will 
be done in the near future.
